BOUT the fifth or aUtb nl^ht of 


tlio battle tbe Germans broke

At tbe time this great battle waa 


raging tbe bombardment of Ypres con- 
tinued, and not only Ypres alone, but 
all tbe aurrounding villages and tbe 
roads leading from one to the other 
also. 


I said that at the beginning of this 


battle our corps of dispatch riders num- 
bered thirty-one En aU. At tbe end of 
tbe engagement tnree weeks later there 
were only four of ua left out of the 
original thirty-one who started. 


The Germans failed to break us, nfio* 


so the kaiser kept Ills word regarding 
tbe city of Ypres. Day after day they 
bombarded the place. KO that aow there 
is not one singlp house left standing. 
For some reuson the Germans coutln- 
ued to shell the place from time to time, 
hut they can't ilo any more dataagt? 
than whitt they bave already done 
The ond «>f (he battle found us witfc 
our positron still intact, and I don't 
thtnfc they will ever come any nearer 
to hrenk tbrongh thp Britinh fines.

to come Into action was tbe Princess 
Patricia's Canadian Light infantry. 
This regiment was in one ot the di- 
visions In. our army corps, so 1 saw 
quite a bit of the men from time to 
time. They were a fine body of men 
and were very highly thought of by all 
the English reglnientB with whom they 
were associated.

men and needed strong leaders to keep 
them nt their highest point of efllelea- 
cy.

At the time the Canadians were 


brought into action we ba3 some black 
troops on our extreme left The Ger- 
mans sent over gas. axicl these black 
troops were forcedi to retire. Supports 
were called for, and as ours was tbe 
nearest headquarters in the vicinity 
the call caine to us. 


We had no spare troops available 


right on the spot, so the men of tbe 
headquarters unit—orderlies, messen- 
gers, etc.—were called upoa to go up 
and act as supports until re-enforce- 
montg could be brought up. We went 
up on tbe dead ruh and foand that the 
black troops had retired, so we went 
Into the position just in front of the 
Germans. The kaiser's troops had ad- 
Tonced about two miles, but had stop- 
ped at tbe last trench of our flrst line 
o{ d cfense. 
Th ore were no more 


trenches for four miles. 


The troops who had retired were or- 


dered into rest camp wbea w£ took 
the position over, so we had to go in 
and hold until the Canadians came up, 
Tbe Germans made no flttempt to ad- 
vance any farther, and we certainly 
were in no position to qonrreJ witi 
tliem jnst then. We waited there all 
night, and Just before dawn the Ca- 
nadians arrived. They didn't stop for 
anything and went right over the top 
ot us and at tbe Germans. We acted 
as supports for them during tbis en- 
gagement, and It waa a treat to see 
the way they went after them.
